At 2:30 p. m., Gen. Garlington called 
and verbally asked me to acquaint him 
with the character of weapons we (Cal. 
C. and myself,) would curry with us 
outside of the state. I replied that Col. 
Clarke was absent from the city, that I 
had only been sélected by him to reach a 
conclusion with Col. Alston's friend as 
to the time and place beyond the state, 
where the purposes stated in his reply to 
Col. Alston might be attained, and, con- 
sequently, I could not state what weap- 
ons we should think of in any event. 

At 10:25, p. m., June 30th, I left the 
city of Atlanta, by railroad train, for 
West Point. At LaGrange I was joined 
by Col. Clarke, as prearranged in his let- 
ler above. En route, Gen. ‘Garlington 
asked me Where my party would be 
found in West Point. I replied 
that I was a total stranger there, but 
would select @ place easy of access and 
when established inform him of the fact, 
if he would say where he would he 
found. Ile responded that he intended 
stopping with Dr. Griggs. 

Upon arrival at West Point, Col. 
Clarke and myself remained up about 
the depot and hotel until it was light 
enough to make our course plain, when 
we proceeded at once to a piece of 
woods, in Alabama, slightly north west 
of the town and esteblished ourselves 
there. I immediately repaired to Dr. 
Griggs’ residence in sight, was met by 
the Doctor, asked him for Gen. Gar- 
lington and was ‘shown into 
the parlor. Dr. Griggs aroused General 
Garlington from the bed (where I had 
seen him lying asleep as I mounted the 
piazza, a window being raised,) and in- 
formed him of my presence. This was 
at5:15 a. m., July ist. Generzl Gar- 
lington soonfentered and we both sat 
down upon a sofa and commenced con- 
versation. 

I told General Garlington that now, 
we had reached Alabama, Colonel Clarke

I expressed astonishment at the idea, 
and said such a thing was not only un 
heard of, but impossible. 

Gen. Garlington then said, in an off- 
hand way, ‘‘Well, it’s tor you to say 
whether you accept or not !” 

I promptly replied: “Do not miscon- 
strue me, General. I am here to accord 
you, by my principal, the fullest satisfac- 
tion, as soon as you make the demand 
in the proper way.” 

Gen. Garlington again said that he 
considered the proposal to arrange for a 
hostile meeting quite enough for me to 
act upon. 

I then took pains to show him to the 
contrary, and advanced these reasons: 

1. The proposition pre-supposed a 
challenge at an ante.ior date. 

12. It did not cm. pouched jn the lan- 
guage of demand for ‘satisfaction for an 
injury received. 

3. It did not put Colonel Clarke upon 
notice of the specific acts which consti- 
tuted the grievance of Col. Alston. 

4. It did not come from Col. Alston, 
over his own signature, and addressed to 


b principal, as it should be to receive 


proper attention. 

And then I said I would have to say 
good morning,” and retire. 

Gen. Garlington requested me to re- 
main a moment longer, while he spoke 
with Col. Alston. When he returned to 
the room, he said: 

Mr. Small, I have concluded to put 
the challenge in the form you desire, 
upon one condition, and that is, that 
you agree to accept it immediately.” 

To which I responded: “I will agree 
to do 80, sir, Waiving the formal deliv- 
ery.

He said he asked this because he ap.

He started towards the room where 
Col. Alston was, but was met by that 
gentleman and Dr. Griggs going to 
breakfast. They inyited Gen. Garling- 
ton to accompany them and he stepped 
back into the room and invited me to 
breakfast also. 

I said no, but to give them time to fin- 
ish their meal I would retire from the 
premises and return in about fifteen min- 
utes for the challenge. 

Gen. Garlington said ‘‘very well,” and 
as I passed out he went in the direction 
taken by Col. Alston and Dr. Griggs. 

This was at 7:50 . m., by my own 
watch, which was the one used by us in 


timing all our movements together, as any 


Gen. G. had no watch with him. And! 
believe Gen. G. will do me the justice to 
testify to the regularity and precision 
with which I invariably noted the time 
of our transactions, 

From Dr. Griggs’, I passed over the 
hill, reported progress, and returned at 
once. As I rang the door-bell I held my 
watch open in my left hand and as Mrs. 
Dr. Griggs opened the door I was noting 
the hour, it being then just 8:04 a. M., 
being 14 minutes after my previous de- 
parture, and I was perspiring freely from 
rapid walking. I asked for Gen. Gar- 
lington. Mrs. Griggs said he was not 
in.
